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WHEN CANADA
WAS INVADED

Rumors of Raids Across the Line
Suggest a Neglected Chapter of
History — American Home
Guards

HE alarm over the “threatened” Invnsion

of ‘Canmda by a forve of German-Amerl-
cans seems to hove subsided—over horo. On
this slde of the horder the rumored attack
has hordly been tnken serlously, but In the
Domiininn thera has beon unmistnkable ex-
cltement In certain governmental quarters,
and In towns near the line the inhabltants
have heen stirred up over reports. The very
vagueness of the reporta that have elreu-
lated nmong the poople of Canodinn border
towns has added to thelr approhensivencss,
I'n official clreles it has been thought wike to
nntounes that eliborate steps have been
taken by the Dominion Government to guard
the frontier.

Bome of the newspapers of Montreal,
Ottonwa and Toronte, However, rofuse to bo
comforted by ofMicial assurances of propared-
nesa and of the small likelihood of an in-
vasion, "It {s nonsense for people to pooh-
pooh such an ldea,” declares one of them,
“and say that no Invasion In force would ever
boe attempted.” They recuall the Fenian rajds
of the litte sixtles and carly sceventies, and
nek If German ralds nre 1o be considered out
of the guestion in the face of such f lesson,
They continue: *“T'he papers found on Von
Papen, the military nttache to the German
Embassy at Washington, and the digsclosures
at the trinl of the German Consul Bopp,
prove beyvond all pessibility of doubt that
thoe Germans mre hatehing  plots  agninst
Canadn, Tt Is known that there are several
milllons of German resorvists in the Unlted
Sintes; some hove placed the number at as
high as twelve millions, It would be quite
In line with the German ldea to uso neutral
territory for the mobilizntion of a force that
might raid some of the Cinadlon border
towns.

Raids and Rumors of Raids

"We aroe not afraid of these, but wa hope
thirt if such o thing should happen the
Ottawn authorities will not he taken by sur-
prise, We presume thnt the millitary au-
thoritles are fully alive to this, and are sce-
ing to It that we not only have the men, but
the rilles, machine guns, artillery and ammiu-
nitlon In justant readiness for annihilating
any German-American foreo that would have
the hardihood to attempt such o rafd.'”

All this geoms unnecessary alarm, but it
ropresents fairly enough the feeling of a
great many people In the great Dominlon to
the north of ug  On this side of (he border
we poohi=pooh the lden of an attack, and it
maoy be taken for granted that the Ameriean
s well as the Canadlan authorities are using
every means to frustrnte any movement of
raldera across the line. The situatlon, ap-
parently, s more Interesting than serloun
T'he neutral obsorver, ns well as tha Cana-
dian himself, recalls the Invasion by the
Fenlans, which prejocted itself into an in-
termutional  situntlon already  somewhat
stralned, but fell et nfter o fow Ul-organized
and unsuccessful ralds. Thers was great
excitemnent in the border towns, both in
Canedn and the United Btates, however,
rising and subaiding with rolds and rumors
of rulds through & period of saveral years

Thoe Fenlan Society was a political assocla~
tlon of Irish and lrish-Americins, the object
of which was the overthrow of English au-
thority in Ireland and the establishment of a
republic there. The plana for buth the lrish
and Amerionn organizgations were drawn in
Parls in 1848 by o band of revolutionary
exiles. The soclety, ns a whole, bore the
name of the Irish Revolutlonary Brother-
hood—>1. R, B" for short—and the namae
Fenlin applied at first only to the American
orgunization, though tho title was afterward
popularly appled to the Europsan groups,
The American organjzer, John O'Mahoney,
wia a student of old lrish lore, and gave
the name Fenlan to the society. He derived
it from Monna Elrinn, an anelsnt military
organization which existed in Ireland, taking
is name from Finn, the celebratsd hero of
Irish legend.

*Safety First” on the Border
The American Boclety “was headed by
O'Mahoney at first, but afterwards by James
HStephens, who escuped to this country when
the Eritlsh Govermment suddenly suspended
the habuwas corpus wet o an effort to round
up the leaders of the brotherhood The ar-
ganisation here oousisted of the head comtrs,
or guoeral mandger, Whe volomissioned Slate
ceitres, who In thelr Lurh cunmissloned dis-

leaders felt at the conclusdon of the con-
fliet that thelr men were prepared to fight
for Ireland, The first attack on Canada was
mide In 1868, Ten thousand men wera moved
townrd the border in northern New York
anid New England, but, owing to Inck of
definlte plana and to poor organization, only
W0 men ecrossed the line. Theks wera re-
pulzed by the Canadian militla. A few other
rilds  followed, ®but  ench ended in early
failure,

It was an epera houlle war, an to #peak,
but It ercated consternation and a w";-lnal-
ing etnte of apprehensiveness among tho
people who lived on the farms and in the
villages in the northern part of Vermont
and New York, Moany communities formed
companies of “"Home GCGuards” on the
principle of “safety first.,” At one village,
at the height of the excitement, sentinels
were stationed all about the outskirts, The
captiin of the gunards, thinking to test the
mettle of his men, once went outside the
village, returning (n disguise. In a covered
Lridge two sentinels had been placed, both of
them about eighteen or nineteen years old.
The captain appronched as suspiciously na
pasglble.  He was challenged, and gave an
evaslve reply. One of the hoys took to cover.
The other stuck hia rifle in the eaptain’s foce
and told him to move an. The captain tried
to explain,. Not a word was permitted to
pass his lips. Finally he was marched into
the company's headquarters—the old town
hall—where he collapsed in & chalr, the
perspiration running down hls face, and his
body shoking from the fright the Loy had
given him all the way up from the bridge.
This was the chief event in that town during
the period of the Fenlan ralds, and It hasn't
been forgotten g'ot.:

At another time a compuny of Canadian
militla was encamped near the border. A
small scouting party was returning to eamp
just as the night was falling. A dark, Indis-
tinet figure was moving slowly and furtively
neross o fleld, The soldlers called out a chul-
lengo, Lut there was no response, They fired
dlr, but the only efMect was Lo né-
the speed of the moving figure.
